ruoms. Mr, MceMillan advocated that 
the city improve streets leading from 
the business center to the city limits 
go that they will be a pleasure to tra~ 
vel on any tine of the year, 

And he belived that ‘steps should be 
taken to have excellent roads made far 
out dito the country. in all directions, 
This would give the people residing In 
the country an opportunity to get to 
the city more frequently end with no 
ditculty, It would greatly benetit 
those residing in rural districts and 
would likewise be a benefit to Edinon- 
ton by stimulating trade. Farmers 
Would be induced to raise more pro- 
duce for the Bdmonton market) and 
general farming would be stimulated. 
The farmers wife would be able -to 
bring a case of eggs to town often and 
in {urn take Home the necessities and 
‘some. of Ibe luxuries of Hte.s-Bife in 
Vural districts would wot be wo feolated 
and business in the city would be stim- 
ulated ins every particular, > Besides 
those residing in the ‘city would ‘be 
able to drive into the eountry with 
comfort, ‘Tourists and people vialling 
Rdmouton with the view of locating in 
Alberta would be able to see the ay- 
vicultural districts to advantage and 
wilhout inconvenience, 

Commissioner Gandy snegested that
